The interest of the pub- 
lic; the propriety of publishing this—the 
duty that rested upon these men—the un- 
pleasant duty that rested upon-them, of 

iving this matter to the public. Who be- 
ieves a word of ali this stuff? I want to 
call your attention right in that connection 
to Mr. Richards, in regard to the manner in 
which that was objained. and 1 shall spend 
very little time uponit. He would have you 
believe, from his testimony upon the stand, 
that this matter had come to the ears of the 
reporter in some way unknown to him, and 
that the manuscript was bronght to 
his office by a reporter of Titk Times; that 
these statements were so far from the facts 
that he was unwilling that anything of the 
kind should go; that if this matter was to 
be made pubiic, or made to anybody, he 
wanted the facts, and that, therefore, de- 
tailed to him what were the facts, and that 
then the article aS again written up was 
brought t6 him and he made some minor 
corrections. Now, the testimony of Mr, 
‘Taylor is, on the other hand, not only that 
he went to him with this manuseript—this 
false er garbled statement which was so far 
from the truth that he would not permit it 
to go—bt that Richards himself telephoned 
the Times office for a reporter: that he was 
willing to be interviewed—either Richards 
of Bragg; the two were tocether—and that 
he went. I asked him whether Mr. Bragg 
did not give him the statement. No, it was 
Mr. Richards. He took notes of the evi- 
dence at the time and went back to the of- 
fice and wrote it out. 

A CORRECT STATEMENT. 

The next afternoon Richards called atthe 
office and there saw the manuscript, and 
complimented hin upon the correctness 
with which he had written it. More than 
that, there is not a change from beginning 
to end in that manuscript that was made by 
Mr. Richards. He appenaed his certificate 
to it, which is pasted on at the last end of 
the last sheet. But every interlineation 
and every chance that occurs in that manu- 
script as written up by Mr. Tayior the night 
of the interview, is made upon the first 

,and Col. Otis swears that he made 
hem. And, gentlemen, the mat- 
ter that siricken out. shows 
what the intention of Bragg and Richards 
at least was in this interview, end ‘in get- 
ting this article written up.

They don’t pretend, 
then to sustain that. They speak of his 
Sharp practices, but they don’t specify in 
their answer in this case what 
those sharp practices were, Then 
comes the story of the purchase. and that I 
shail advert to hereafter. Then comes the 
allegation that he had stolen from Riech- 
ards; and. then, again, le concludes with 
the charge that even the few of Boyee’s 
friends that remained were careful to no 
Jonger trust money or checks in im sroper 
hands. A renewal of the charge that he 
was guilty of larceny. Now, centlemen, I 
have not time to co over these minor mat- 
ters in detail. Let us come to the principal 
transaction.

Having once sold it under a 
valid contract, .unless Col, Boyce back out 
or violates his agreement, thatis an end of 
it. If you want any interest in that land 
you must go to Col. Boyce,” | 
Well, now, paragon us see what would 
Richards do if he wanted to get in. Must 


‘| he. not come in on just those terms that 


were dictated by Col. Boyee. Why, cer- 
tainly. Noone else in the wide world had 
the power to let him into that matter ex- 
cept Col. Boyce. What does Richards say 
to it? Now, for fear that I should miscon- 
strue the witness, either in effect or 
otherwise, on this important point, I 
shall read from the reporter’s minutes of 
his testimony, on page 95, 
EVIDENCE QUOTED. 

“Q.: Mr. Hichards, you have testified 
that at the time you mentioned this state- 
ment, which is published in Tur Times, 
that you did’ not- know of the original 
agreement between Mr. McDonald and Col, 
Boyee?

My question goes 
to this point, whether the after-dliscovered 
facts did not so change the whole circum- 
stances as to make the original statement 
in fact, untrve, though believed at the time 
by you to be true? .: 1 eannot decide 
whether the fact of this document being ac- 
tually in existence, made Fey beside 
Mr. McDonald ewner of the property.

LEGAL TO BE DISHONEST.

The Legal Technicalities Fully Can- 
vassed. 

“fhe Court: Gentlemen of the jury, the 

Court gives you the following instructions, 

which have been suggested by the plaintiif 

and as modified and amended by the Court. 

The case of H. H. Boyce vs. The Times- 
Mirror Company and C. J. Richards. 

This action ia brought by the plaintiff 
against the defendant to recover damages 
for an alleged libel. A libel is a false and 
unprivileged publication by writing, print- 
ing, pictures, effigies or other fixed repre- 
sentations to the eye, which exposes any 
person to hatred, contempt, ridicule or oblo- 
quy, or which Gauses him to be shunned or 
evaded, or which has a tendency to injure 
him in his oceupation. 

It is the essence of a libel, therefore, that 
the publication complained of shall be false 
and unprivileged. 

The Court instructs you that the publica- 
tion complained of in the present action 
not a privileged publication. 

The Court instructs you further that the 
publication of the alleged libel complained 
of in this action is admitted by the de- 
fendant. 

The Court instructs you also that if you 
find from the evidence that the article com- 
plained of by the plaintiff is libelous and 
false, as defined in the second and third in- 
structions given herein for the plaintiff, the 
law implies malige, and malice is to be in- 
ferred by the mere fact of its publication 
by defendants, without any other evidence 
than such publication. | 

If this publication complained of imputes 
to the plaintiff a crime, of which you are 
the exclusive judges, the defendants under 
the defense of justification—that is a de- 
fense wiich alleges the truth of the pub- 


which would be sufficient to convict the 
plaintiff of the’ crime imputed to him 
yond a reasonable doubt, the same asif he 
were on trial for such offense. A defense 
of justification on the ground of the truth 
of the article complained of, must be as 
broad as the article itself. It is not of 
course, necessary for the defendant to es- 
tablish by proof every fact alieged in the 
article, but they must prove the truth of the 


substantial charge or ¢ es /made in the 


article; that is say, th of the 
whole of the aHegations in the article, 
which, if false, constitute the libel com- 
plained of, or the defense of justification 
talis entirely. 

The Court instructs you further that un- 
less you fina from the evidence that t 
newspaper article is true in all ite su 
stantial parts. which imputes a libelous 
charge against the plaintiff, the verdict 
must be for the plaintitz. 

If the jury believe tbat the article com- 
plained of was published with’ intent to 
convey, and would be naturaily understood 
by those who read it as conveying, the 
meaning that the plaintiff had been guilty 
of crooked transactions merely “on rumor, 
then you are instructed that evidence of 
mere rumors and, stories of his erdoked 
transactions would be insufficient evidence 
of the truth of the charge.

“It was learned on undoubted authority

he invited Richards to join him ih the deal. 

“HOW IT WAS DONE. 

“William Frye,a real-estate agent, was the 
man through whom the deal was made; 
and, after investigating the matter thar- 
ougily, and being satisfied that money was 
to be made, Richards went in on the trade, 
Stipulating that he should keep the books 
and manage the deal. After the usual pre- 
liminaries had been gone through with, the 

apers were drawn up and signed in Judge 

»88’s office, and Richards drew a check for 
$10,500 on the County Bank, payable to E. 
N. McDonald, the owner of the ranch, who 
was also present at the time, as his (Rich- 
ly of the first cash payment of $21,- 
000, This check was turped over to Buyce 
by Richards, who then left the room, ashe 
considered the trade concluded. McDonald 
also left for the Commercial-sireet depot to 
return home. Boyce almost immediately 
after dispatched Frye for McDonald with 
the check, telling him to get McDonald’s 
indorsement. Mr. McDonald was found at 
the depot, when Frye explained that his in- 
dorsement was wanted, in order to show 
certain parties with whom Boyce and Rich- 
ards were negotiating at the time for the 
Sale of the ranch that they had paid that 
amount of money.

waiting for him at his office in the Southern 
California Bank, 

“BOYCE TOOK THE MONEY, 
handed Frye $590 and retained $10,00u.. In 
the meantime Richards had taken charge 
ot the purchase,.had the land surveyed, 
and commeyced preparations for an ex- 
tensive sale of the land in small quantities. 
MeDonald supposed that  everytning Avas 
running smoothiy, and would frequently 
come into the office, inquire how the Sale 
was progressing, dnd ask other questions 
which were all Greek to Richards, who, of 
course, could give no answers. This state

“Richards could 
Gaestions, nor could he get any satisfaction 
xbout a sale on which he thought Richards 
was tully posted, and he finally began to be- 
lieve that Richards was a sharper, and was 
attempting to get the advantage of him.

Times-Mirror Company and C, J. Rich- 
ards, pleaded the truth of the article 
and justification for its publication, 
and on trial proceeded to maintain 
their chosen ground. After four days’ 
voluminous festimony, during which 
the calcium. light of truth was 
thrown on the eharacter of the 
plaintiff, exposing it to the public 
gaze, the testimony being all in, the 
arguments began. These occupied the 
greater part of yesterday. They were 
opened by John Haynes, Esq., for the 
plaintiff, followed by Henry T. Gage 
and Stephen M. White for the defend- 
ants, and Bill Williams for the plain- 
tiff. We print today the speeches of 
Messrs. Haynes and White in full. 
Judge ©’Melveny then charged the 
jury, who retired, and after delibera- 
tion, brought in a verdict for the 
plaintiff, with damages assessed at the 
nominal sum of One Dollar ($1). ~ 

it is well understood that the finding 
of such a verdict as this, which throws 
the whole costs of the suit upon the 
plaintiff, practically amounts toa state- 
ment by tweive unprejudiced citizens 
that the character of plaintiff is worth- 
less.

“Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen: So- 
ciety cannot be maiotaioed without tribu- 
nals authorized to hear and determine con- 
troversies arising between individuals in 
their mavifoid and complex relations. ‘The 
importance, therefore, of a capable and _up- 
right judiciary cannot be overstated. That

which are intrusted to them, and so long as 
the judges are capable, conscientious and 
inflexibly independent they will command 
respect, and their decisions will be obeyed. 
Judges take a soleuin obligation to admin- 
ister equal and exact justice alixe to the 
rich and to the poor, and however rich and 
able in learning they may be, their voices 
fail in the discharge of this high duty if 
they are not endowed with courage and a 
robust sense of right. . It avails nothing if 
they are calm, patient, courteous, labor- 
fous and able to see the right, if they are 
moved by popular clamor or prejudice, or 
the frown ot power, They may be cen- 
sured and abused for the hones: discharge 
of their duties, but if they Ceserve it, they 
wi!l have the contidence and support of the 
pubhe, includirg the bar, upon which theit 
influence and usefu!ness is largely depend- 
ent. It has been said that owing to the in- 
flexibility of the law, covrts are sometimes 
‘prevented from administering justice be- 
tween litigants. Rarely, very rarely, is 
this the case. If capable counsel aid the 
court and injustice triumphs over right, the 
judge and not the law should. bear the re- 
proach, While the binding force of the 
rules of law which have’stocd the teat of rea- 
son.and expeience isstiil recognized both in 
this and other countries, a growing daspusi- 
tion is manifested on the part of tne coarts 
against sacrificing justice to technicaiity, 
and it is not to be expected that with the 
advance of intelligence and civi'ization, 
they will be less inclined to see substantial 
justice administered in the tri@l of causes. 
in ability, learning and dignity the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
our highest judicia) tribunal, it is 
inferior ‘to none in the world.

ot the Auditor, ‘The Clerk was about to 
read the report when Mr. Cohn asked that 
‘the report of the Sewer Committee be taken 
‘up first, as it was very important. Mr. 
Lovell said it would be the better way to 
wait until the City Sarveyor had fuily con- 
sidered the report. VYhe other members 
thoucht so, too, and the matter was tem- 
porarily set aside. 
NO MONEY, NO WORK. 

The Superintendent ef Streets said that 
Burlingame had not signed the contract to 
grade Lucas street at # per foot. 

Mr. Sinsabaugh stated that the contractor 
had removed earth and left the thoroughfare 
in a bad condition. He had, it would ap- 
pear, about conciuded to abandon the work, 
Property- holders were indignant 

Contractor Buriingame was present in 
the Council chamber, and explained that 
some of the property-holders declined to 
pay, and he had conciuded that he was not

& FLYING TRIP_THROUGH TRE 
LAND OF THE KANUCKS. 


A Hospitabie. Peop!e—Beantiful Cities
